Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of limitations to warrant a 
rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 
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Specifically in reference to independent claims 1 and 37, none of the prior art either alone 
or in combination disclose or teach of a contact lens having a central optical zone; a peripheral 
portion having a first thickness; at least two areas of unequal size, each area having a thickness 
less than the first thickness; specifically wherein the areas of unequal sizes and their sizes are 
configured to induce the self-orientation of the contact lens to a desired orientation on a human 
eye.
